Large Audience Enjoys Interesting 
Account of Pacific's 
Early Days.

A large crowd of friends and 
patrons of Pacific College gath- 
ered in the auditorium Friday 
evening, September 22, in honor 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of Pacific as an institution of col- 
legiate rank. Mr. Woodward 
introduced the speakers and 
gave a brief account of the very 
beginning of the school. 

Mr. Jesse Edwards, as mayor 
of the city, extended greetings 
to the new students and faculty 
members. He gave further the 
early history of Pacific College 
and Newberg. There were but 
two schools in the surrounding 
country then, one in Newberg 
with fourteen pupils in attend- 
ance, and the Brutscher school 
one and one-half miles east of 
Newberg. So in the fall of 1880 
Pacific Academy was started 
with H. J. Minthorne as princi- 
pal, assisted by a small faculty. 
Six years later the college was 
founded. He said the two es- 
sential processes of education 
should be the development of 
character and physical strength. 
This with the acquirement of a 
broader vision of life and estab- 
lishment of high ideals and stan- 
dards was the purpose of the 
college. 

Response to the welcome ex- 
tended was given by Prof. Mark 
Mills. He has been impressed 
by two characteristics of the 
place since coming here. First, 
the spirit of loyalty and self-sac- 
rifice shown by the people of the 
community and second, that first 
things are put first. He ex- 
pressed himself as being assured 
that all the new folks would 
soon feel at home. 

C. J. Edwards, of Tillamook, 
"a product of Pacific College," 
gave in a very interesting and 
realistic manner his early school 
days at the college. There were 
nineteen young people who en- 
tered that year— he being the

fifth to register. In the earliest 
years of the school student or- 
ganizations were formed. Both 
a literary society and Y. M. C. 
A. were organized. Mr. Ed- 
wards also gave an interesting 
account of the athletic activities 
engaged in, and of the selection 
of our class colors. In 1892 the 
college was moved to its present 
site. He closed with the remark 
that a general college education 
is a good equipment for any 
trade. 

President Pennington was the 
next speaker. He read greet- 
ings from two former presidents 
—Thomas Newlin, now president 
of Guilford College, and Edwin 
McGrew. Both sent their mes- 
sage of appreciation of the days 
spent at Pacific, and their sin- 
cerest wishes for a happy and 
successful future, with the bles- 
sings of our Father resting upon 
the work of the college. He 
then proceeded to give a histori- 
cal comparison ot fhe academy of 
former years and the college 
with its splendid modern equip- 
ment today. T4te-advancement 
has been the result of the loyalty 
and self-sacrifice of the people 
of this community. The Wo- 
man's Auxiliary has been a large 
factor. This year we have the 
largest freshmen class, the lar- 
gest enrollment, the best faculty 
and the best plant and equip- 
ment Pacific College has ever 
had. But there is still to be a 
better and greater Pacific which 
will be made possible just as the 
dreams of the founders of the 
institution have been realized. 

Splendid music, furnished by 
Professor and Mrs. Hull, was 
very much appreciated by the 
audience. Many other represen- 
tatives of the different interests 
of the school would have been 
heard from but for the lack of 
time.
